REASON IN AN ANIMAL. 

A Race Horse That Would Not T»k» 
Kindly to Preparatory Work. 

"It is a mistaken idea that none but 
human beings can rearon and that 
dumb animals have not that power," 
said IVof. Albert A. Palmer, of HufTalo, 
to a St. Laouis Globe- Democrat man.
